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Na rich and flourfhing country, like that of Great- 
Britain, there are numerous individuals whom fortune 
has rendered quite independent of any particular calling or 
occupation. lo many of thefe, time proves often tedious, and 
diverfe recreations and amufements are fought to make the 
vacant hours glide agreeably ; for the faculties of the mind, 
like the members of the body, lofe their ftrength and vigour, 
if not duly recruited with proper nourifhment; and in- 
tervals of anxiety will intrude, to the great detriment of the 
animal fpirits. Recreations, then, of fome fort, are abfolutely 
neceflary for the better enjoyment of health and happi- 
nefs, but our partiality ought to be direGed to fuch as can- 
not only entertain the mind, but improve the heart and une 
derftanding. It may be obferved, however, that, thofe now 
moift generally followed have but little tendency to thefe 
points; nor can they, from their nature and fhort duration, 
produce that uniform temper of mind neceffary to true hap- 
inefs, On the contrary, when too clofely purfued, they 
feldom fail to impair both health and morals, He then who 
can fuggeft an amufement more permanent in its nature, 
more harmlefs and innocent in its effets, and at the fame 
time fupply the means of putting it in pra€tice, certainly 
ought to claim the efteem of mankind, as much as he who . 
has invented the moft agreeable Game, or fupplied the Stage 
with the moft captivating Drama, 

Tafte of every kind is more commonly fixed by chance, 
or recommendation, than by nature. The general imitation 
of fafhions abundantly proves this; and the fame may be 
obferved of the Arts and Sciences, numbers having been 
known to take to a particular branch, only by an accidental 
connefttion with, or a recommendation from perfons, who 
ftudy that branch, A true natural genius, indeed, will 

a ' 


fooneft arriveat perfeGion in any purfuit; but the lefs expert, 
when once they get over the beginning difficulties, will not 
fail, by a.fteady and proper application, to make an improve- 
ment anfwerable to their wifhes.. And without fuch an ap- 
miei our progrefs muft be flow in any undertaking. 

aving dropped thefe few hints, I muft now beg the Ladies 
attention to the Study of Botany ; as in this ftudy they will 
find conftant amufement of the moft harmlefs and falubri- 
ous kind, and they will draw from it a large addition of new . 
and ufeful ideas. | 

There is always a peculiar fatisfaGtion refulting from the 
contemplation of any part of Nature, and none of her works 
can afford more agreeable fenfations, than thofe which com- 
pofe the Vegetable Kingdom. ‘The afpe& of Plants is generally 
pleafing, and their properties are almoft boundlefs. They 
not only furnifh moift of the neceffaries and luxuries of life, 
but the eye, the nofe, and the palate are not unfrequently 
gratified by the fame individual. The fame cannot be faid 
of any of the other tribes of creation, Let one walk a garden 
or plantation, when the Trees, Shrubs, and Plants are in 
bloom, and vying with cach other in difplaying their beau- 
ties ; can he avoid being filled with rapture P What artifi- 
cial {cene can be equally enchanting ? All around portray 
the Deity! and the grandeur of their foliage, the elegant 
forms and inimitable tints of their flowers, with the fragrance 
of their perfumes, confpire to footh the mind and melt 
the foul in ecftaly. Can you leave fuch charmers without 
relu€tance? But can they yeild only fenfual delights ? Shall 
the majeftic Oak and towering Pine extend their leafy 
branches, only to fhade and fereen you from the Sun? 
Shall the thorny Rofe and pliant Woodbine exhale their 
grateful odours, only to regale the fenfe of {melling ? Or, 
fhall the gaudy Tulip and proud Ranunculus unfold their 
various dyes, only to pleafe the eye, and be no farther re- 
garded? The Florift and Epicure may thus be fully grati- 
fied, but not the philofopher. His penetrating eye will dif- 
cover numerous pleafing and interefting circumftances, en- 
tirely unknown to either of the former. ‘The different 
methods of the propagation of plants, their aftonifhing in- 
creafe, their various manners of unfolding, the nice and 
exat conformity of their feveral parts, and the analogy of 
thefe to thofe of animals; their pecuhar motion, their fleep, 
the limits of their tribes, their fex, the marks of the 
f{pecies, the very {mall gradations by which they arife, or 
recede from each other, and abundance of other particulars, 
will attra€t his notiee, and fill him with the moft exalted ad- 
miration of the great Creator. 


As to the Florift, it muft be confefled he has been in fome 
meafure ufeful, having abundantly pointed out how Nature 
may be varied, by change of foil, nurture, and promifcu- . 
ous mixtures. Some of his varieties too, when properly 
difpofed, (not in formal beds and frames) are fome of the 
belt ornaments of a garden. But, meverthelefs, I will not 
{cruple to tell him that he has already proceeded too far, as 
fhall be prefently fhown;, that moft of his diftinétions are 
merely fanciful; that after all his pains he is ftill ignorant 
of the true characters of plants, and that the more he ex- 
tends his pra€tice, the more he mars the beautiful and re-~ 
gular order of Nature, by blotting out its individual diftine- 
tions. ae . 

The varieties (as they are called) which have been raifed

Aftonifhing ! the number is two large for their differences 
to be real, or any way permanent. But, fuppofing any con- 
noifeur in flowers fhould be capable of diftinguifhing thefe 
two thoufand five hundred varieties by their particular 
names, it is evident he would thus be acquainted with only 
four diftin& {pecies, out of about ten thoufand already de- 
{cribed in the Syftema Vegetaliium; and, which it is pro- 
bable, does not contain above one fourth part of the number 
fcattered over the whole face of the Globe. A fhare fo 
trifling, then, as that juft mentioned, fcarcely deferves no- 
tice, much lefs any pains to acquire. The praétice, how- 
ever, of the Florift is amufing, and it ftrongly indicates his 
natural attachment to the beautics of Vegetation. Perhaps 
his confined traét is more his misfortune than his fault. 
Were he furnifhed with a proper pilot, he might venture in 
the main ocean, and cull from every quarter. We may, 
however, juftly remark, that with lefs pains and expence 
than is frequently beftowed on thefe kinds of flowers, a vaft 
variety of fpecies might be introduced into gardens, not 
inferior to the former in beauty, but far furpafling the gene- 
rality of them in utility, 

In regard to the Ladies, for whofe amufement the pre- 
fent Work is chiefly defigned, a fondnefs for plants feems 
to be blended in their very natures. How anxioufly do they 
enquire after the name and properties of almoft every 
plant that comes in thetr way! How diligently do they 
tend their Myrtles, Balfams, and Geraniums, that they may 
the longer enjoy the frefhnefs of their green, and the beauty — 
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of their flowers! Yet, where are the Ladies who have made 
any great progrefs in the f{cientific knowledge of plants ? 
They certainly are as capable as the oppolite Sex. But 
which are the books proper for teaching them? Not the 
works of Linnaeus; for, befides their being in a dead 
language, they are too concife and teclinical to be 
eafily comprehended. ~Nor can the laboured Diétionary 
of Miller anfwer this end, it being too prolix and 
general. Several Floras, indeed, have appeared in Englith; 
but what great benefit can the Fair Sex derive from 
thefe? They defcribe the wild plants, and it cannot be ex- 

e€ted that females fhould range hills, dales, groves, woods, 
See and meadows, in fearch of {pecimens for examina- 
tion, With fo many obftacles then in the way, it is no 
wonder they have generally negleéted the ftudy of Botany. 
But let. the Rudiments of the Science be drawn into a nar- 
row compa{s; expunge as much as poffible the hardeft and 
moft difficult terms, and fix on fuch materials as are the moft 
engaging and eafy to be procured, and at the fame time 
proper for the illuftration of all the principal parts of the 
Science, and then, I doubt not, but that the Ladies will be 
able to keep pace, as far as fuch guide may lead them, 
with the Gentlemen. A {cheme of this fort is aimed at in 
the following fheets, which contain fuch plants in general 
as have an immediate power to pleafe, and for the moft part 
are thofe which complete the grandeur and elegance of plea- 
fure gardens and plantations, and confequently can be 
come at and examined in the hours of recreation in thefe 
places; or, 1f not, they are fuch as may be found very near 
them. ; 

Torender the attainment of the Science the more eafy, 
} have given two different methods of arrangement. Befides 
forming a Compendium of the fexual fyftem, and placing 
therein a felect number of genera, I have compofed a Dic- 
étonary of thole fame genera, and have there deferiived them 
all at length; the Compendium exhibiting only their con- 
tracted charatters. This Di€tionary is fucceeded by a copi- 
ous Index of Gardeners and Vulgar names, by which any 
plant in the Book, and the Clafs and Order it belongs to 
in the Sy{tem, may be readily known; the Index referring 
to its true botanick name in the Diétionary; and the Dic- 
_ tionary'to the page where it may be found in the Compen- 
dium. The advantage of this double arrangement muft be 
obvious to every one; the Dittionary will be found the 
moft convenient when only the name ofa genus, and de- 
{cription of a {pecies are fought; and the Compendium the 
moft ready for teaching the Rules of the Science, and the 
examining fuch genera as are nearly related, The Di@ion« 
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ary too will greatly facilitate the acquiring the Rules; for, 
by frequently turning to the Compendium to find the Clafs 
and Order a plant belongs to, the memory will be as many 
times refrefhed, as occafions occur of referring to the pages; 
the explanation of the clafs and order fought, being every 
time under theeye. Thus the learner will be almoft infen- 
fibly drawn into a fcientific method of praétice, without 
previous fludy, the fatigue of which has prevented many 
from purfuing their inclination. 

When the diflin@ions of the Claffes and Orders have thus 
been tolerably well imprinted on the memory, there will 
be little difficulty in making out a plant by rule, the genera 
inferted in the Compendium being but few, compared to 


the number defcribed by Linneus. Suppofeaperfon fhould 


have made progrefs fufficient to tell on looking in a flower, 
that it belongs to the fourth clafs, and the firft order of that 
clais, the genera of this order not excceding ten, they are foon 
read over either here or in the Dictionary, and the plant in 


.quettion afcertained ; provided care be taken to obferve well 
_the generic diftinétions, otherwife miftakes will happen in 


{pite of any method, or the moft accurate de{criptions ; the 
genera being the laft and only guides to the (peciess lt 
will be neceflary, then, for the young Botanift minutely 
to examine all the component parts of a flower, before he 
hxes on any genus, 

In the deicriptions I have fludioufly avoided the moft dif- 
ficult terms, and have only retained a few words, (which are. 
explained hereafter) the abfence of which could not have 
been difpenfed with, but by rendering the language highly 
barbarous, and {tripping the Science of its principal orna- 
ments, It is the th inets of Science to teach expreilion 
with, knowledge, and to effeé this every one muft have its 
peculiar terms, ; 

In forming the Compendium Ihave entirely rejected the 
Polygama, or twenty-third clafs, and have transferred the ge- 
nera belonging to this, to the twenty-firft andtwenty-fecond, 
by adding an order to each of the latter. There is certain. ~ 
ly as much propriety in arranging them thus, as in Linnéus’s 
forming the order Monogamia in the ninteenth clafs, which 
puts fimple flowers in the fame clafs with the compound, 
only from the circumftance of the fummits in thefe flowers 
being five, and united. : 

Many plants in a ftate of Cultivation do not retain all the 
charaéteriftic marks of their wild ftate. The flower in fome 
is very fubje€t to vary in the number and colour of its pe- 
tals, as is well known to the Florift, On the other hand, 
cultivate fome {pecies as long as you pleafe. andthecolour and 
number will be always the fame, though the plant may alter 
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in fome other particulars, and then colour becomes a good 
{pecific mark. The calyx is the moft immutable part of a 
flower, yet in gardens its number of leaves or fegments will 
often differ, as may be feen in the Hollyhock. . The number of 
ftamina and ftyles will be increafed in fome; this happens 
to feveral {pecies of Sedum and Sempervivum. The leaves 
of plants are exceflively mutable, and from ferrated will be- 
come jagged, as is the cafe inthe common Elder. In feve- 
ral fruit trees the entire leaf will become ferrated, and the 
ferrated entire; the naked hairy, and the hairy naked; ow- 
ing to the different foils or fituations they ftand in. By re- 
dundancy of nourifhment the ftems will alter; the round 
will become flat, which often happens in the Crown Imperial. 
The compreffed will change to angled, as is feen in fome | 
{pecies of Narcifus, when they produce double flowers ; 
~and the {quare will vary to fix-angled, as has been found 
in Epilobium Tetragonum. Even the duration of plants will 
be affetted by culture; fome that are annuals when wild, 
frequently become biennial ina garden ; and biennials often 
live through the third or fourth year, as the Hollyhock. 
Nay, fome of thefe kind of plants may be conftantly kept 
up by flippings, inftances of which I have feen in Viola 
Tricolor, yet this is deemed only annual when wild, It is 
probable, however, that a plant never lofes all its natural 
charatters; for though the ola is thus rendered in 4 manner 
perennial, and otherwife fomewhat altered, ftill the ftigma 
will perfeétly retain its natural form, and the ftigma is a 
main mark'of the {pecies; in this ’tis pitcher-fhaped, but 
in the Odorata, and fome others, it is hooked. 

Thofe called Hybrid, or mule plants, will exhibit imper- 
fe€t marks of both the plants they {pring from; and, con- 
trary to animal mules, will propagate their likenefs by 
feed, asis well known by the Calendula, Hybrida, Pluvralis, 
and fome others. I juft mention this, as it has often been 
afferted that mule plants will not. But the fole aim of bo- 
tany is to teach how to diftinguifh the different fpecies by 
certain marks peculiar to each; and fometimes one fingle 
charaéter is fufficient for this purpofe, as is the cafe in 
Cytifus Sefilifolius, a plant very fubjeét to vary in its leaves, 
and yet it may be always known from the other fpe- 
cies of the genus, only by the fimple circumftance of its 
flower having three braftez ‘at the bafe of its calyx. 
Plenitude in flowers caufes the greateft embarrafment, for 
by the multiplication of the petals, the more eflential parts 
of the flower, which are often fpecific marks, are mutilated, 
if not totally deftroyed; but a clofe attention to all other 
circumftances will often overcome the difficulty. The 
{pecies once fettled, the flower being double inftead of fingle, 
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white inftead of blue, or the plant otherwife altered, is im=. 
material to the true Botanift; having afcertained the {pecies, 

he has gained his end, and he is now enabled to communicate 

to others, whatever ufeful or curious obfervations he may 

afterwards make on the Plant, 

When it be confidered that foil, fituation, and manage- 
ment have fuch various effets on plants, as has beenobferved, 
it muit not be expeéted that the following defcriptions of the 
Genera and Species will, in every inftance, correfpond with 
thofe of Linnaeus; his being moitly formed from plants in 
a ftate of nature; thefe from their general appearance 
under cultivation. From this, and other circum{tances, 
have been often under the neceflity of totally difregarding 
Linneus*, except as to method, and that I have frequently 
varied, efpecially in the Genera of the Syngenefa, which I 
haverendered muchmorefimple. Itisneceflarytotake notice, 
too, that in fuch Genera as contain many fpecies, it feldom 
happens they all agree in every defcriptive character of the 
Genus, even in their wild ftate. For inftance, in Campanula 
the Corolla, Stigma, and Seed-veffel differ very much. Lzn- 
n@us has moftly noticed fuch variations at the bottom of 
his generic defcriptions ; but here, when they could be con- 
veniently included, they make part of the general defcrip- 
tion. As my chief aim inthe work has been to furnith 
proper, yet a variety of materials for teaching the Syftem, 
Lhave defcribed fome plants that are not cultivated; but 
they are natives of England, very common, and con{equently 
ealy to be procured. 

A certain and proper mode of pronouncing the generic 
and {pecific Names is furely worth attending to, for it is not 
uncommon to hear different perfons pronounce thefe words 
fo very different, as hardly to know whether they mean the 
fame. To obviate this, I have all through the Book, mark- 
ed the emphatical fyllable of all. thefe words of more than 
two fyllables. It may be faid, this has partly been done 
in the Litchfield Tranflation of Murray’s Syftema Vegeta- 
bilium. Very true; but the plan of this Work, exaétly as ° 
exprefled in the Title Page, was laid in the year 1782, long 
before the Litchfield Tranflation appeared, though the Au- 
thor could not get time from common bufinefs to complete 
at till lately. As tothe words juft mentioned, the derivation 
of all employed here, has been carefully fought out, by the - 
affiftance of a Friend, a very eminent Latin and Greek 
{cholar, andit may be prefumed they are pretty corre&tly mark- 
ed. Some objeétion, may be made to the uncouth found of 
thofe compounded of ides and flora, fuch as fico-ides, grandi- 


* For ah example of this, fee the Genus Cerinthe in the Diftionary. 
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jiera, &c; for the accent of thefe words falling on the penult, 
certainly renders their pronunciation much more unpleafant 
to an Englifh ear, than it would be if the words were mark- 
ed thus; ficét-des, grandif-lora. But thez being long in zdes, 
and the o in flora, we could not with propriety mark them 
otherwife. , 

It remains now only to inform the Reader, that fuch 
Plants as are deemed annual and biennial, are pointed out 
by thefe marks: @), or Sol, for: annual; and ¢, or Mars, 
for biennial; the reft of courfe will be known to be pe- 
rennial, As to their time of flowering, I have not marked 
it, but when ufeful for diftinguifhing the {pecies. Wiauth 
the fame view, thofe belonging to the Green-houfe and 
Stove are noticed. The country where they fpontancoufly 
grow is mentioned immediately after their Englifh name,

defcriptions of flowers and their parts, he fhould have 
before him feveral perfect fingle flowers of different kinds, 
which will prove of more ufe to him than the beft Copper 
Plates, as the real objects will always be found to exceed

Calyx, the leaves or cup furrounding the bottom of a 
Flower; as the green leaves of a Ro/fe-bud.

Limb. When the upper part of a petal is broader 
than the lower, the broad part is called the 
limb; asin the Hope. 

Germen, the Seed bud. This is either within the 
Flower, or immediately under it, and contains 
the rudiments of the feed. 

Style, alittle pillar ftanding on the top of the Ger- 
men ; as that in the center of a Lily. 

Siigma, the top of the Style; as the triangular knob 
on the top of the Style of the Lily. 

Stamina, the threads within a flower; as the long 
threads furrounding the Style of the Lily. 

Summits, the little oblong bodies on the tops of the 
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Stamina of the Lily are the Summits, or An- 
there of Linneus, and contain the Pollen or 
male duit. 

Neétarium; this is a part of a flower feemingly de- 
fiened by nature for'the fecretion of the honey, 
and in different Flowers it differs greatly in 
figure. In Narciffus it refembles a cup; in 
Aquilegia a horn; in Helleborus it 1s tcoop- 
fhaped. 

A Male Flower; this contains only Stamina, or in 
their abfence, only Summits. | 

A Female Flower; this contains only Styles, or in 
their abfence, only Stigmas. es 

A Neuter Flower ; this contains neither Summits, nor 
Stigmas. 

An Hermaphrodite Flower ; this contains both Stamina 

; and Styles. | | 

A Pedunculated Flower; this is fupported on a foot- 
ftalk, which footftalk is a peduncle. 

A Sefile Flower; this has no footftalk or peduncle, 

but ftands clofe to fome part of the Plant. 

A Compound Flower * ; this is made up of many feffile 
Florets, or fmall Flowers of one petal each, 
having no individual Calyces, but are all in- 
cluded inone common Calyx, and ftand on one 
common, undivided Receptacle. Both the Male 
and Hermaphrodite Florets have always five 
Stamina, with their Summits united in a kind 
of cylindar, through which paffes a thread 
fhaped Style; and the Florets produce only 
one feed each; asin Starwort. _ 

An Aggregate Flower ; this has afpreading Receptacle, 
colleéting many Florets into one head, and each 
Floret has its own proper Calyx, and its fum- 
mits are detached; asin Seabzous. 

A Butterfly Flower ; this is for the moft part compoled 
of four petals, fo difpofed as fomewhat to relem- 
blea Butterfly.

N. B. Linnaeus progreffively eftablifhes his firft ten 
Claffes onthe Number of the Stamina only, or rather on the 
Number of the Summits contained in the Flower ; and the 
different Orders of moft of the Claffes on the Number of the 
Styles; or if the Styles be wanting on the Number of the 
Stiigmas ; he confidering the Summits and Stugmas as the — 
effential parts of a Flower. But the Genera are compofed 
of all the parts of Fruétification taken together; and from 
the different /hapes, and difpofitions of thefe parts, the va- 
rious Generaare formed.

Thefe Generic and Trivial names are of 
excellent ufe either in writing or difcourfing on Botanical 
fubjects ; and, when well chofen, they almoft amount toa de- 
feription of the Plant.

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(from fragrans, fragrant, and vefcus, eatable) direélly inti 
mate, that fome part of the Plant, the fruit in this, have @ 
fragrant /mell, and are eatable. But the full meaning 
of the Generic and Trivial names, zs rarely to be expre/s~ 
ed by two Englifh words, and confequenily they muft re- 
main in the Latin. By prattice this will not prove in- 
convenient, but beneficial, as they will be found to,impre/s 
the memory more ftrongly than Englifh words would do. 
As Plants of the fame, and even of different Genera, fre~ 
quently bear a great affinity to each other, the young Bo- 
tanift fhould never receive any Plant upon truft, but he 
mujt bring it to the teft himfelf by the following Rules of 
the Science, otherwife he will be often led inio error.

“OrservaATiIon. According to the Sexual Dottrine 
af plants, the Dicecious ones, the fame as the reft, can- 
not perfect their feeds, unlefs there be an attual junttion 
of the fexes, although the plants are diflintt. This as cer- 
tainly true in general, but tt appears alfo true there are 
fome exceptions, efpectalty emney the annuals of this 
clafs. Moft perennials, (not all) are furnifhed with 
other means of increafe, befides that by feed, but perfect 
annuals can have no other way; therefore, if the junction 
of the fexes be entirely cut off, either by adverfe winds, 
by their being at too great a diftance from each other, or 
by whatever caufe, the fpectes 1s zn danger of being loft. 
To prevent this when fo corcumftanced, Nature feems to 
have endowed. them with an individual power of encreafe, 
although it 1s fmall compared to that produced when they 


are near, and can. fport freely; for then they not only 


propagate abundanily, but are apt to breed varieives, 
fome of which, no doubt, have been miftaken for diflintt 
fpectes. It is well known there are fome Infetts that can 
propagate through Jeveral fucceffions, only from the im- 
pregnation of one female: Why then may not this be the 
cafe with fome vegetables ? I experienced fomething of 
this kind in the Hemp, by placing a female plant in @ 
Small, but well defended garden, and where no male plants 
could be near. I carefully examined this plant every 
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Meadow Pink: Cuckow= — 
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day, but could find only female flowers for a long times 
at laft, when thefe began to decay, I difcovered here and 
there an hermaphrodite one opening among it the bunches 
of females. The ftamina of the hermaphrodites were 
very fhort, but the flowers perfected their feeds, which I 
fowed the following feafon, and they produced both male 
and female plants diftintt. The reverfe of this I have 
feen in the Lynchis Dioica, which is deemed a peren- 
“nial, though it feldom lafts above two or three years. 
Late in the fummer, and beyond the general time of this 
fpecies flowering, I fell in with a folitary male plant. 
Some of the flowers were yet perfect, ther fummuts 
three times their natural fize, and were coproi/ly flored 
with a dark purple duft, which they had plentifully 
_feattered over the furface of the petals. Thefe flowers 
“had a large, turgid germen, tipped with five fhori, but 
complete ftyles. The feeds, too, were almoft fully grown, 
and had the plant flood till they had been quite matured, 
I doubé not but they would have vegetated. It is fome- 
what extraordinary that fome female polygamous trees, 
fhould often produce male or hermaphrodite flowers, as do 
the common Afh. Perhaps the loftinefs of trees of this 
hind may render their impregnation by the male trees 
the more uncertain. |

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OnsERVATION. It is a common prattice now to 
make tarts of the peeled fooiftalks of the leaves of the 
firft fort. The medicinal ufes of Rhubarb are generally 
known, but we may juft obferve that the root of the fourth 
fort is the befl, it being the mildeft, the moft aftrin- 
gent and firenthening. There is a hybrid plant now com- 
mon in gardens of a habit between the two laft [pecies, 
and which conflanily propagates by feed. I obtained 
this.in the year 1766, by purpofely impregnating the 
one with ‘the other. This is an additional proof of what 
was obferved in the Preface concerning hybrid plants. 
There are fome of this kind, however, that will not pro- 
pagate by feed. Perhaps the fertile ones are bred from 
different /pectes of the fame natural genus, and the flerit 
ones from fpecies of difliné natural genera. This 
fuppoftion will not in the leaft affeét the hitherto feem- 
ing analogy in the propagation of Animals and Vege- 
tables, bud rather confirm it., In framing fyftems of 
natural hiftory we can be guided only by the external ap- 
pearances of the principal parts of fuch objects as come 


under our view. .On the fimilarity of thefe the genera 


have been founded. We have not yet been able (perhaps 
never fhall) to trace the fecret internal operations of na- 
ture. By art the Horfe and Afs are made of the fame 
genus. Weknow their Mule zs barren; but, who can by any 
certain means prove, that the Horle and Afs are abfolutely 
of the fame natural genus ? It ts faid the Dog will breed 
by the Fox, (two fpecies of another artificial genus) 

and that their offspring is fertile. If this be true, tis ex- 
adly fimilar to what may be obferved in Plants, fome of 
the hybrid ones are barren and fome fertile.
